New Delhi, the 23 rd August, 2001 

No. A-12011/2/2000-CHS(I).—In the Rules for Combined Medical Services Examination, 2001 published vide 
Notification No. A-12011/2/2000-CHS(I) dated the 19th August, 2000, in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) Part-I, Section- 
1 dated 19th August, 2000. 
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(I) Last para of Rule 3 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Reservation will be made for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes. Other Backward 
Classes and Physically disabled categories in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government.” 

(II) A new Rule 14 is added as under: 

14. The prescribed qualifying standards will be rclaxable at the discretion of the Commission at all stages of the 
examination in favour of physically handicapped candidates in order to fill up the vacancies reserved for them. In case, 
however, the physically handicapped candidates get selected on their own merit in the requisite number at the qualifying 
standards fixed by the Commission for General, SC, ST and OBC category candidates, extra physically handicapped 
candidates i.e. more than the number of vacancies reserved for them, will not be recommended by the Commission on the 
relaxed standards. 

ExistingRule 14,15,16and 17 will be renumbered as Rule 15,16,17 and 18 respectively. 


(Ill) A new Rule 19 is added as under; 

19. For being considered against the vacancies reserved for them, the physically disabled persons should have 

disability of Forty per cent (40%) or more. However, such candidates shall be required to meet one or more of the following 
physical requirements/abilities which may be necessary for performing the duties in the concerned Serviccs/Posts :—
